United Sta tes that Colombia behaved 


reprehonsibly in refusing to ra tify 


the treaty which her authorities had 


eagerly negotiated with us. known as 


the lla v - lle rra n treaty. 
Our law re­ 


lating to the canal authorized the 


President at that time to abandon 


the Panam a route and construct the 


canal across N icaragua. 
I f we had 


adopted this 
alternative it 
would 


have been absolutely ruinous to all 


the interests o f the state o f Panam a. 


The people o f that state were thus 


.justified in declaring their independ­ 


ence. 
They were the political and 


sovereign p arty in interest, in a far 


higher sense than w as the G overn­ 


ment at Bogota. 


The Fren ch people were also a 


very im portant and real p a rty in in ­ 


terest. 
They had expended a thou­ 


sand m illion fran cs tryin g to con­ 


struct the Panam a C anal, and had 


sacrificed perhaps a score of thou­ 


sands o f lives on the isthmus.

F o r a little insignificant sum o f 


twenty-five m ililon Colombia is w ill­ 


ing to admit that we also have some 


rights and interests, and to acknow ­ 


ledge the independence and sover­ 


eignty o f the republic o f Pan am a. 


This is to concede 
th at the local 


rights and interests are indeed those 


o f Pan am a as 
sovereign, and not 


those o f Colombia. 


The Review o f Review s recalls that 


this tre a ty also grants to Colombo 


certain rights to use the canal, free 


o f tolls, in perpetuity. 
No such right 


ought to he granted to any country 


unless granted to all countries. 
It is

The current number of the Ameri- 


can Review of Reviews calls atten-

most certainly the 
opinion in the 


United States that Colombia behaved 
reprchensibly in refusing to ratify 
the treaty which her authorities had 
eagerly negotiated with us. kni'Wii as 
the llay-llerran treaty. Our law re- 
lating to the canal authorized the 
President at that time to abandon 
the Panama route and construct the 
canal across Nicaragua. 
If we had 


adopted this 
alternative it 
would 


have been absolutely ruinous to all 
llie interests of the shite of Panama. 
The people of that state were thus 
justified in declaring their independ- 
ence. 
They were the political and 


sovereign parly in interest, in a far 
higher sense than was the Govern- 
ment at Bogota. 


The French people were also a 


very important and real parly in in- 
lerest. 
They had expended a thou- 


sand million francs trying to con- 
struct the Panama Canal, and had 
sac-riliccd perhaps a score of thou- 
sands of lives on the isthmus. The 
politicians at Bogota had done noth- 
ing more than to dream that a tech- 
nical claim of sovereignty might bring 
them rich 
awards. 
Their interests 


were shadowy: those of others were 
substantial. We had at first decided 
lo build ihe canal at Nicaragua. We 
were conferring an estimable boon 
upon Colombia when we changed our 
plans. Others were making immense 
investments and sacrifices, while Col- 
ombia was making neither, but mere- 
ly counting her 
prospective gains. 


The pending trcaly 
refers to the 


"righls 11 ml interests"' of Colombia in 
the canal. 
This is an unfortunate 


phrase, because if Colombia has any 
rights and interests in the canal, they 
luust be paramount. 


I1'"!1 a little insignificant sum of 


twenty-live million Colombia is will- 
ing to admit that we also have some 
ritrlits and interests, and to acknow- 
ledge the independence and sover- 
eignty of the republic of Panama. 
This is to concede 
that the local 


rights and interests are indeed those 


of Panama as 
sovereign, and not 


those of Colombia. 


The Review of Reviews recalls that 


this treaty also grunts to Colombia 
certain rights to use the canal, free 
of tolls, in perpetuity. No such right 
ought to he granted to any country 
unless granted to all countries. 
It is 


obvious that we could appropriate- 
ly make concessions to little Panama 
itself when arranging for the canal 
trip. But no favored rights in the 
use of the canal should be granted to 
Colombia, unless we are also willing 
to grant them to Mexico and the 
Central American countries, and in 
this contention the Review of Reviews 
eems to be right most certainly.
